New  Applicants 

New  applicants  for  admission  to  Memphis  State  University  must  clear  the  follow; 
requirements  with  the  Dean  of  Admissions,  Room  216,  Administration  Building,  no  later  th 
January   16,   1965. 

1.  Complete    the    official    Application    for    Admission    form    provided    by    the    Dean 
Admissions. 

2.  Submit  a  satisfactory  transcript  of  credits. 

a.  A  beginning  freshman  must  request  his  high  school  principal  to  mail  a  transcr 
of  his  credits  to  the  Dean  of  Admissions. 

b.  A   transfer  student  must  request   the   registrar  of  each  college  attended   to  mail 
transcript  of  credits  to  the  Dean  of  Admissions. 

IMPORTANT:    Transcripts  will  not  be  accepted  from  students;  they  must  be  mait 
by  the  officials  indicated  above. 

3.  Pass  successfully  the  required  entrance  examination.  (Information  concerning  1 
examination  is  available  from  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  in  the  Catalog  issue  of  1 
Bulletin. 
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4.    Submit  the  required  Health  Service  Record  Card. 

After  the  new  applicant  has  completed  the  procedure  outlined  above,  he  will  be  notified

Former  Students

t  last  attended  Memphis  State.  Such  a  student,  in  order  to  qualify  for  re-admission,  must 
ear  the  following  requirements  with  the  Dean  of  Admissions  no  later  than  January  16,  1965.

Admissions. 

2.  Request   the  registrar  of  each  college  attended,  if  any,  to  mail  a  transcript  of  credits 
to  the  Dean  of  Admissions. 

After  the  former  student  has  completed  the  procedure  outlined  above,  he  will  be  notified 
his  status  by  the  Dean  of  Admissions:  if  he  is  accepted,  he  will  be  issued  a  card  of  admis-

c.  Beginning  freshmen  and  transfer  students  who  have  met  entrance  requiremel 
will  be  issued  registration  material  between  7:45  and  8:30  A.M.,  Tuesdlj 
February  9.  Registration  instructions  and  direction  to  other  conferences  will  I 
given  at  the  orientation  conference  beginning  at  8:30  in  the  UniverB 
Auditorium. 

STEP  2:  At  your  leisure,  fill  in  (USING  PENCIL,  PLEASE)  all  the  information  call 
for  on  these  forms  EXCEPT  FOR  CLASS  SCHEDULES.

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CHANGE  OF  COURSE  PROCEDURE 

After  student's  registration  is  completed,  he  may,  within  specified  time  limits,  change 
is  class  schedule  through  the  process  of  adding  and/or  dropping  courses.  Application  for 
amission  to  add  or  drop  courses  is  made  in  the  office  of  the  student's  adviser. 

No  course  may  be  added  after  TUESDAY,  FEBRUARY  16. 

No  course  may  be  dropped  after  TUESDAY,  MARCH  16. 

vlPORTANT  NOTE:  It  is  sometimes  necessary  for  a  student  to  request  a  change  from  one 
section  of  a  course  to  another  section  of  the  same  course;  such 
changes  will  be  allowed  only  in  extreme  emergencies.  The  procedure 
involves  dropping  one  section  and  adding  another;  it  must  be  done 
within  the  time  limits  noted  above,  and  MUST  BE  APPROVED 
BY  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  CONCERNED. 


WITHDRAWAL    FROM    THE    UNIVERSITY 

A  student  may  withdraw  from  the  university  by  advising  DEAN  R.  M.  ROBISON  in 
irson  or  in  writing.  Failure  to  notify  the  dean  of  withdrawal  will  result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  for 
ich  course  in  which  the  student  is  registered. 

Students  who  withdraw  before  TUESDAY,  MARCH  16,  will  have  their  records  marked 
"Withdrawn." 

Students  who  withdraw  after  TUESDAY,  MARCH  16,  will  have  each  of  their  courses 
recorded  as  "WP"  (withdrawn  passing)  or  "WF"  (withdrawn  failing)  depending 
upon  their  performance  in  each  course  at  the  time  of  withdrawal. 

No  withdrawal  is  permitted  within  one  week  of  the  beginning  of  the  final  examination 
period,  or  after  FRIDAY,  MAY  14,  1965. 

ADVISERS 

At  the  time  of  registration  each  student  at  Memphis  State  University  is  assigned  to  a 
culty  member  who  will  serve  as  his  academic  adviser.  This  adviser  is  a  member  of  the 
partment  in  which  the  student  is  majoring;  for  this  reason  it  is  necessary  that  every  student 
|  prepared  to  name  a  major  area  at  the  time  he  registers.  Such  choices  are  not  necessarily 
fcrmanent  or  binding;  the  student  may  change  his  major  area  at  any  time  during  his  college 
ureer  with  a  minimum  of  administrative  procedure. 

a.  CURRENT  and  FORMER  STUDENTS  will  report  to  the  faculty  members  who  have 
advised  them  in  the  past.  If  any  change  in  advisers  is  necessary  or  desired,  application 
must  be  made  to  the  chairman  of  the  department  concerned. 

b.  TRANSFER  STUDENTS  will  apply  to  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the  department 
in  which  they  plan  to  major  for  assignment  to  an  adviser. 

c.  BEGINNING  FRESHMEN  will  receive  instructions  about  advisers  during  the  orienta- 
tion sessions. 

PRE-PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS:  In  certain  areas  the  university  has  established 
committees  composed  of  faculty  members  from  various  schools  and  departments  for  the 
purpose  of  advising  students  interested  in  preparing  for  professional  careers.  Such 
students  should  report  at  their  scheduled  time  to  these  committees  in  the  rooms  indicated :
